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Crime Commission 


Has Two-Fold Task 


The Citizens’ Crime Commission ap- 
pointed yesterday for Atlanta by Mayor 
Hartsfield following recommendations by 
the Board of Aldermen can do a construc- 
tive job. 

A look at the membership of the com- 
mittee provides assurance that it will do 
such a job. The mayor has appointed a 
well-rounded group of representative 
and civic-minded people who are ac- 
quainted with over-all social and eco- 
nomic problems of the community. They 
should be able thus to bring light upon 
the total crime problem looking toward 
remedial action by all agencies concerned. 


Crime itself is a product of many fac- 
tors. It should be attacked at its sources. 
Crime prevention is much more impor- 
tant and profitable to the community 
than to pay the toll which it exacts. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
Thursday that the crime rate in 1958 is 
headed toward a new record. Its destruc- 
tiveness will cost the American public in 
the billions of dollars. Its debilitating ef- 
fect upon national life and institutions 
will be very great. Its toll on the economy 
will be felt in every state and commu- 
nity. 

‘Chief Jenkins recently pointed out 
that Atlanta’s crime rate, especially 
crimes against property, has been increas- 
ing this year. It follows the national 
pattern, although the city remains com- 
paratively clean of organized crime and 
vice. 

But everywhere crime is on the 
rise. The increase in juvenile offenses es- 
pecially continues to worry almost all 
communities. 

The citizens’ group, headed by able 
Atty. Morris Abram, can perform a 
real service by delving into the causes 
of crime as well as in exploring methods 
of better enforcement. An investment in 
crime prevention which leads to reduc- 
tion in the community’s burden could pay 
big dividends. 

In the meantime, it is a community 
problem—not just one for the police de- 
partment and the courts, as important 
as they are. This commission should have 
full cooperation of all agencies, govern- 
mental and private, in its efforts to shed 
light upon it.

Duty Should Be Clear 
To All Tax Assessors 


The Coffee County Board of Tax As- 
sessors has every reason to be proud of 
the trophy awarded it by the Georgia 
Assn. of Assessing Officials in recogni- 
tion of the outstanding accomplishment 
of the year in property re-evaluation 
work. 

The same applies to winners of cer- 
tificates of excellence, A. K. Dooley of 
Rome and the DeKalb and Richmond 
county boards of assessors. 

Many Georgia counties are guilty of 
extreme laxness in this important field. 
Property is listed on tax books at ridic- 
ulously low evaluations in numerous in- 
stances of discrimination. 

Political pressure being what it is, too 
few county boards have the courage to 
carry out a thorough and equitable pro- 
gram of re-evaluating property on a 
realistic basis. 

Those that have done so, however, 
find that the results obtained justify the 
action taken, drastic though it may seem 
to some property owners at the time. 

The state government, too, needs to 
concern itself more with seeing that each 
county pays its just share of taxes. C. G. 
Campbell, director of the revenue de- 
partment’s property tax division, has 
suggested that the state help in equalizing 
evaluations in various parts of Georgia 
and that closer cooperation be extended 
the University of Georgia in training all 
assessors. It is a sensible proposal worthy 
of pursuing. 

It is impossible to justify the present 
haphazard approach to property taxation 
by which slackers thrive at the expense 
of the relatively few whose holdings are 
evaluated realistically. 


Labor Needs Protection 
Under Old Laws, Too 


AFL-CIO President George Meany, 
addressing a labor convention at Miami 
Beach, reemphasized the determination of 
the parent organization to wipe out cor= 
ruption in individual unions. 

Laudable as the intention is, the fact 
remains that the AFL-CIO’s ultimate 
’ ‘weapon is expulsion from membership. 
It is not powerful enough punishment 
to bring about a thorough clean-up of 
rotten conditions, as the recently con- 
cluded sessions of the Senate Rackets 
Committee revealed to be the case with 
the Teamsters.

Meanwhile, Meany has a good point 
in citing the lack of court action in cases 
of corruption and theft shown in sworn 
congressional testimony.

So while more laws are needed, there 
still remains a pressing need for enforc- 
ing those already on the books. The law 
against stealing has been there all along. 
It is high time authorities at local levels 
exercised it in regard to theft of union 
funds.

divine healing? If you do I will let you be my doctor.” The physician 
vetied, “Of rewh I do. What other kind of healing is there?’ 


Divine healing is of two types 
and I believe in both. Just re- 
cently I had a request to pray for 
a very sick baby in the hospital. 
The physician had told the par- 
ents that the baby had only a 
very slight chance to live. 

I did pray for the baby along 
with many others and seemingly 
a miracle happened. Within 12 
hours the baby took a decided 
change for the better and it is 
now completely well. It does seem 
that God directly intervened. 

On the other hand, much more 
often it seems that it pleases God 
to heal through the ‘orderly per- 
sistent process of healing that 
takes place through nature as part 
of the divine plan. I have a close 
friend whom I feel sure God is 
healing, though it is taking about 
two years for the process to be 
completed. 

God heals through the science 
of faith and prayer and through 
the science of medicine and sur- 
gery. The two are not opposed to 
each other—they are wings of 
the same bird.

Adams’ Character 
Left Unblemished 


WASHINGTON—The resignation of Sherman 
Adams will not strike the Adams-Goldfine mat- 


ter from the congressional campaign. No one | 
can say how influential it will be, but it will remain in the minds of 
many voters and the Democrats will mention it just enough to make

He 
has answered this question him- 
self. He has said no, he shouldn't. 
But Adams’ judgment on himself 
was rather mild; he calls his ac- 
tion “imprudent.” 


This acceptance of large favors 


from a man doing business with " 


federal agencies seems to me to 
be bad government, bad example 
from the very heart of the White 
House and a serious impropriety. 
I cannot but feel that Adams dis- 
= his own “error’’ too light- 
y. 

How could Adams condemn the 
acceptance of money from Gold- 
fine by two White House secre- 
taries when he accepted gifts of 
far greater value? How could 
Adams exact a high standard of 
conduct by officials under him 
if he deemed it only a minor 
‘error’ to have deviated from 
this high standard himself? 


Finally, was Adams pressured 
to resign only by those who 
wanted “‘to embarrass the Presi- 
dent?”’ I think not. It seems to 
me Adams was yielding to the 
pressure, not of Democrats, but 
of Republicans running for Con- 
gress this fall. 


This has brought Adams a sen- 
tence far greater than his 
“crime” and has caused the gov- 
ernment to lose an honest, hon- 
orable, able public servant who, 
I am sure, would never have re- 
peated his mistake.

He was out with a party on a 120-day trip and 
had a string of 90 horses for packing and riding.

As they approached a tree leaning across the 
trail, he spotted a tremendous hornet nest hang- 
ing down right over the trail. The only warning 
Kelly had time to call was, ‘Duck your head!” 


The dude did not dodge, but turned his head 
to see what was wrong. He hit the hornet nest 
with the side of his face, knocking it to the

against the trees, the outfitter couldn't get off 
to pull the remainder of his pack string around 
the spot and at least 75 of his horses got within 
lethal range of the raging insects..
